GREECE APPARENTLY RESIGNED. 
(Rentes's Service.) : 


Paris, October 8. 

The text of the agreement drafted at the conference between M. 
Poincatfe, Marquis Curzon, znd Mf. Ralli to which the British Gov- 
ernment adhered, states: " The three Allied Governments agreed 
that the Greek troops ba invited to retire a3 soon as possible to the 
weat of Maritza. In the territories so evacuated the Allied Govern- 
ments will assure, by means of s provisiqnal inter-Allied occupation, 
the maintenance of order and security until the establisnment in 
Fast Thrice of a Turkish civil administrstion and Turkish gendar- 
merie, This establishment should occur within » month after the 
withdrawal of the Graek troops. On the expiry of this period, the 
Allied troopa will only continue to occupy for the duration of the 
conference certain points on the right bank of Mfaritza and the dis- 
tricts they occupy at present.” 

Venizelos’ Advice. ;
